Leaders promise 
to expand their 
commerciai ties 

President Obama said the 
U.S. and Russia are commit- 
ted to expanding commercial 
ties, and Russian President 
Dmitry Medvedev said he 
wants to remove all obstacles 
to trade and investment in his 
country 

Obama, calling Medvedev 
a “solid and reliable part- 
ner,” said the U.S. will work 
to advance plans for Russia’s 
entry into the World Trade 
Organization. Speaking at a 
White House news confer- 
ence Thursday, both leaders 
said the relationship between 
the two countries must go 
beyond arms control, even as 
they recognized differences, 
including over the Republic 
of Georgia. 

“Twenty years after the 
end of the Cold War, the U.S.- 
Russian relationship has to be 
about more than just security 
and arms control,” Obama 
said after he and Medvedev 
met at the White House. “It 
has to be about our shared 
prosperity and what we can

two-step 

Chicago’s LGBT country crowd finds there’s 
room on the dance floor for everybody

When the lights go down at Charlie’s, chatter stops. 
A posse of men and women hops into lines and 
are soon kicking and shuffling their way through 
“Giddy On Up,” a quick, flashy tune by Broadway- 
turned-Nashville artist Laura Bell Bundy 

On the Lakeview bar’s ceiling, two sets of mir- 
rored cowboy boots spin, sparkling as they turn. 

It’s Friday night at a gay bar in Chicago, but the 
crowd is down-home, full of older men and wom- 
en— and at least one mom is there to visit her son. 
It’s no meat market, the regulars say 

“It’s really a great community of really accepting 
people, {from} all walks of life,” says Bryan Blaise, 
25, of Lincoln Park. ‘All pretense is left at the door 
and all skill levels are welcome.” 

The gay country scene in Chicago approaches a 
kind of zenith in the next few months, with lesbian 
country star Chely Wright serving as grand marshal 
of Chicago’s Gay Pride Parade on Sunday and the 
Illinois Gay Rodeo’s Windy City Rodeo coming 
to the state in August. The spectrum of activities 
in the country lifestyle involves a little bit of ev- 
erything, from dance classes at the city’s few gay 
country bars to rodeo activities and membership 
in The Windy City Cowboys, a performance group. 

It’s a tight-knit group of lesbian, gay bisexual and 
transgender people with strong ties to the rural ex- 
perience. In the LGBT country crowd, common 
themes are nostalgia for and identiflcation with 
a lifestyle learned in “culturally country” towns 
across the nation. 

“Just because you’re gay doesn’t mean you’re not 
a cowboy” says Tom Sheridan, president of the Illi- 
nois Gay Rodeo Association. Sheridan, 50, has lived 
in Schaumburg for almost six years but hails from 
rural Michigan. For him, country music is as evoca- 
tive as a childhood hiding spot or a favorite meal. 

Many in the gay country set hail from tiny ham- 
lets in the South and West. Many were raised on 
Loretta Lynn or two-stepped as soon as they were 



off their mommas’ hips. 

“It was gym,” says Crystal Kimmey 40, of coun- 
try dancing in her rural Missouri high school. Now 
in Mozart Park, Kimmey hasn’t given up on her 
roots. She teaches intricate, fast-paced line dances 
at Charlie’s. 

Blaise, who grew up in central Florida, relishes 
his country past. 

“When I did move to a big city I did think that 
was behind me,” Blaise said. The country mu- 
sic never made its way off his iPod, but he never 
dreamed he’d start line-dancing and two-stepping. 

Country dancing became for him— and others — 
a wholesome respite from pick-up bars. 

“I really appreciate the ability to dance,” he said. 
“It’s about having fun and doing those steps with- 
out an obviously over-the-top sexual drive or con- 
notation.” 

Gay country has its roots. JD Doyle, who has 
hosted the Houston-based Queer Music Heritage 
radio show for more than 10 years, said there have 
been out gay country artists, but they either change 
genres (like lesbian singer K.D. Lang did) or fail to 
find mainstream success. 

“Even some of the artists who are liberal may 
be afraid to let that be known too much,” he said, 
with some notable exceptions including the Dixie 
Chicks, Dolly Parton and Reba McEntyre. Coun- 
try artist Garth Brooks released a song, “We Shall

Be Free,” with lines some interpreted as being gay- 
friendly Doyle said. 

But when it comes to sustained, long-term suc- 
cess, Wright, the grand marshal, is in a class by her- 
self She recently came out of the closet, becoming 
the first openly gay, mainstream country singer. 
She’s also written a book and released a new record. 

“Definitely, there aren’t very many openly gay 
artists that are doing that,” Doyle said. 

Elsewhere, for rodeo fans such as Jason Deveraux, 
34, the gay rodeo circuit is both a fun way to spend a 
weekend and an extension of the community of orga- 
nizations such as The Windy City Cowboys — a coun- 
try dance group that raises money for local charities. 

Deveraux, who lives in Lakeview but grew up in 
Utah, is vice president of the Illinois Gay Rodeo 
Association and a country dancer as well. For him, 
rodeo “brings back memories of my childhood. It’s 
just a place where I can go and be comfortable ... 
and not be judged for my sexuality” 

Deveraux has done everything from campy ro- 
deo events such as steer decorating, where com- 
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petitors tie a ribbon around the animal’s tail, to shoot- 
dogging, a more intense competition that involves 
wrestling steer to the ground. 

Many participants said that rodeo, like country mu- 
sic, offers the unique opportunity to both honor coun- 
try memories of childhoods spent on farms and openly 
celebrate a homosexual identity 

“It’s that camaraderie with other gay people. It’s 
a safe haven,” says Sheridan, who grew up riding 
broncs. “Many of us were raised in that livestock in- 
dustry It brings you back to that.” 

Deveraux also line-dances and enjoys country music. 

“That’s pretty much all I listen to right no^y ” he said. 
“I think the reason I like it so much is because it takes 
me back to a memory ... It just kind of makes me hap- 
py to listen to it.” 

Though club music starts kicking most nights at 
midnight, Charlie’s, Deveraux said, is “a very com- 
fortable kind of place. You can go up to anybody and 
ask them to dance and it doesn’t mean that you want 
to go home with them.” 

He doesn’t see a conflict between his sexuality and 



country affinities. 

“I’ve never had necessarily a problem with it. I 
know that there are some country singers or groups 
that aren’t necessarily on the same page with me with 
gay rights. Definitely a lot of fans tend to be more 
toward the conservative side,” Deveraux said. “Every- 
body’s entitled to their own opinion. I don’t want to 
force my beliefs on someone else.”

How have the last couple of months been? 

It’s been a thousand times more gratifying than I ever imagined. It’s 
been way more emotional than I had anticipated. ... There are obvi- 
ously some negative reactions, and that bewilders me. That’s shocking 
to me, the ways in which people are able to suspend their intellect and 
their capacity for compassion stuns me. 

Do you feel different since coming out? 

I do. I feel. I’ve noticed something kind of tugging at me. ... I get up and 
I feel like, “There’s something I should be doing. I feel like there’s some- 
thing.” And then it occurs to me, that job that I had for so long of hiding, 
of having a baseline anxiety of tending to my secret, that job is gone. 

You have been doing a lot of Pride events. How’s that been? 

Awesome. It’s very, you know, you hear the word surreal overused in 
our vernacular, but it really is surreal. ... My whole life, it was a prom- 
ise I made myself: “No one will ever know, no one wiU ever know. 
You’ll keep this secret. You’ll take it to your grave.” And here I am, 
walking on stage, arms in the air, you know? “I’m gay! I’m really gay!” I 
don’t feel like I just came out, I feel like I came together. 

Is there anything you’re looking forward to doing in Chicago? 

My sister and my 12-year-old nephew will be attending {part of the 
Pride parade] ... I’m hopeful that he can perhaps see the PFLAG 
[Parents, Families and Friends of Lesbians and Gays] float and some 
of the things that happen earlier in the day, because those are pretty 
moving. ... I hope to just really calibrate myself to the pace of Chicago 
Pride and really enjoy it. 

What makes country music special to you? 

It’s the soundtrack of my life, for sure, having grown up in a small 
Midwestern town in Kansas. ... They say country music is about three 
chords and the truth, and I kind of really, I signed on with that early I 
believed that, and I still do.

‘A year or two ago, a young guy would 
never tell anybody he was dating a woman 
old enough to be his mother,” said Gosse, 
a dating expert and organizer of the con- 
vention. 

“But around the end of 2009, we started 
getting tons and tons of guys at cougar par- 
ties, and now we can’t find enough wom- 
en.” 

Gosse has organized older women/ 
younger men parties for more than three 
decades. But the events caught fire only

Carothers sentenced

Former Aid. Isaac “Ike” Carothers, once 
a close political ally of Mayor Daley, was 
sentenced Thursday to 28 months in fed- 
eral prison for using his public office to 
enrich himself. 

Carothers told U.S. District Judge 
Robert Dow he understood “the terrible 
damage” he inflicted on his family and 
the city with his illegal conduct. “I am 
truly sorry,” he said before Dow handed 
down the sentence that Carothers had 
agreed to in an earlier plea agreement. 

Carothers spoke in a soft monotone 
and not the customary booming preach- 
er’s voice that he used to browbeat col- 
leagues on the City Council floor. He read 
from a one-page statement and kept his 
composure. 

Jury deliberating in Burge 
trial recesses for day 

The federal jury deciding the fate of for- 
mer Chicago police Cmdr. John Burge 
recessed for the day at about 4:15 p.m. 
Thursday after deliberating for about 
75 minutes. 

The jury is scheduled to resume delib- 
erations at 9:30 a.m. Friday. 

Jurors are deciding whether Burge lied 
about his use or knowledge of torture 
to coerce confessions from suspects. 
During closing arguments, prosecutors 
and defense lawyers faced off on the key 
question in the case: Who do you believe, 
Burge or the suspects? 

Prosecutors bluntly told jurors: “Jon 
Burge is the liar.” 

Asst. U.S. Atty. David Weisman homed 
in on Burge’s defense that all of the wit- 
nesses against him must be either misre- 
membering or lying. After recalling how 
witnesses who had no connection to 
each other had many of the same allega- 
tions of torture and that medical staff and 
attorneys corroborated their accounts, 
Weisman said Burge wanted jurors to be- 
lieve that all of the witness are incorrect. 

City to lease bridge 
houses along river 

City Hall will lease space on the bridge 
houses along the Chicago River to private 
companies that could decorate them 
around the holidays in exchange for nam- 
ing rights. Mayor Daley said Thursday. 

“It’s only a week or two weeks” around 
holidays, Daley said, adding that he is not 
leasing the bridge house space perma- 
nently. The houses are the ornate stone 
buildings at the end of the city’s movable 
bridges along the river. Daley showed off 
a couple of Photoshopped examples, one 
with a Christmas design and another with 
Halloween decor. The sponsor’s name 
would appear during the display, he said. 
Daley said the idea is to generate some 
money for city government.

WHEN IT COMES TO RIVALRIES, PIERRE SAYS THERE’S NO PLACE LIKE CHICAGO

Chicagoans are either Cubs fans or White Sox 
fans, just as people are Democrats or Republicans, 
or Mac or PC. There is no middle ground. 

Except for maybe Juan Pierre, who has played 
for both teams— for the Cubs in 2006 and as the 
current left-fielder for the Sox. 

“I realize for the fans, it’s one or the other,” 
Pierre told RedEye recently “You like the Sox or 
you like the Cubs, there’s no back and forth. I re- 
alized the Cubs passion of hatred for the White 
Sox playing against them, and now being over 
here, I see the passion of the White Sox hating 
the Cubs. In spring training games this year when 
the Cubs and White Sox played, it was for blood 
from the jump.” 

With the Crosstown Classic reigniting this 
weekend, fans will be out for blood again. And he 
hears it from them loud and clear. He’s already 
been labeled a traitor by some Cubs fans. 

“Oh yeah. I’ve heard [traitor]. I’ve heard it a lot,” 
Pierre said. ‘A lot of the same restaurants I went 
to have the same people working there and stuff 
Hke that. They’re like, ‘You’re back?’ And I’m like, 
‘Yeah, I’m playing on the other side.’ It’s funny to

go around the city and get the reaction of people.” 

But not everyone reacts that way 

A 1 Yellon, 53, of Lakeview, founded the Cubs 
blog bleedcubbieblue.com. He said he knows peo- 
ple who would be upset at a player swapping sides 
of Chicago, but he’s not one of them. 

“If the Cubs acquire an ex- Sox player who can 
help the Cubs, that’s cool with me,” Yellon said. 

As for Pierre, Yellon has no soft spot for the for- 
mer Cub. 

“Pierre was mediocre to terrible for the Cubs, his 
noodle arm was a running joke and I’m sure he can’t 
be any better now,” Yellon said. “Good riddance.” 

Jim Margalus, 28, of Albany N.Y, is a transplant- 
ed Sox fan and runs soxmachine.com. He said the 
Cubs are the “fourth team” he’d associate with the 
well-traveled Pierre and doesn’t object to the Sox 
acquiring a Cub unless the player causes headaches 
for the team. 

“In normal situations, like [Neal] Cotts for [Da- 


vid] Aardsma, the teams should feel free to trade, 
and fans shouldn’t hold anything against them,” 
Margalus said. 

Still, Pierre said it’s hard to avoid the rivalry even 
when the teams aren’t playing each other. 

“In batting practice there are people arguing 
back and forth,” he said. “Now when someone 
comes to our games with a Cubs hat on, it’s banan- 
as the whole night in the outfield until the person 
takes off the hat or leaves.” 

Besides the fans, Chicago’s teams are partly de- 
fined by their ballparks. Pierre says playing in both 
is a very different experience. 

“Wrigley is just the history,” Pierre said. “It’s 
been around forever. You can think about all the 
players that played there. It’s old. The White Sox 
have their own tradition, the old-time uniforms, 
the changes with the uniforms and the players 
that came in.

“Cyrus” isn’t a Disney biopic about how Miley rose to star- 
dom. But the film, opening Friday, gives South Side native 
John C. Reill}rone of the best roles of his career. Reilly plays John, a guy who’s been lost since his 
wife (Catherine Keener) divorced him seven years ago. John’s life changes when he meets Molly 
(MarisaTomei), whose son, Cyrus (Jonah Hill), doesn’t share his mom’s affection for John. 

Reilly— who, unlike some other celebs, is the sort of guy who stands for a handshake after an 
interview— says writers-directors Mark and Jay Duplass told him they didn’t want to make the 
movie if he didn’t want to do it. Good thing he did; the film, which was largely improvised, is a 
great showcase for Reilly’s ability to find humor and sweetness in human discomfort, while bring- 
ing the actor back to the more grounded roles he played before starring in broad comedies such as 
“Step Brothers” and “Walk Hard: The Dewey Cox Story” 

Reilly, 45, is a vet of DePaul’s Goodman School of Drama (now called the Theatre School at 
DePaul University) and worked with Steppenwolf Theater before he left Chicago to work in 
New York and L.A., where he now lives. At the Elysian Hotel, the veteran actor talked about his 
romantic spirit, his music career and Chicago, to which he returns a few times each year to visit

*Superbad’ universe

The combination of summer-movie silliness 
and comedic actor Jonah Hill— best known 
for “Superbad” and “Knocked Up”— would 
seem to add up to one thing: another Judd 
Apatow-like embrace of moronic manhood 
tinged with a hint of clumsy romance. 

After all, that’s exactly the case with the 
first Hill movie of the season, “Get Him to 
the Greek.” 

But that doesn’t quite describe “Cyrus.” 
Lower in budget and more melancholic in 
tone than the average multiplex comedy, the 
film pits man against young man as Cyrus 
(Hill) declares emotional war on the guy 
(John C. Reilly) trying to date his single mom 
(Marisa Tomei). While that plot could lead 
to conventional comedy cliches, “Cyrus” at- 
tempts to plow beneath the surface of the 
would-be father-son relationship. 

No doubt, that can be credited to writer/ 
director brothers Jay and Mark Duplass. With 
their indie films “The Puffy Chair” and “Bag- 
head,” the two made quite a splash on the film- 
festival circuit and even got tagged as the lead- 
ers of “mumblecore,” a micro-movement of 
lo-fi films with unknown 20-something actors. 

With “Cyrus,” the Duplass brothers are 
edging closer to Hollywood sensibilities —but 
not too close. 

Mark Duplass, 33, says the script was writ- 
ten with Reilly in mind. 

“We didn’t start it that way, but every time 
we imagined him in it, it got funnier,” Du- 
plass says. “We were very interested in work- 
ing with pro actors, but they had to have an 


awareness of the types of movies we were 
making. We wanted to make the same movies 
we make all along, but we wanted to make it 
with a good studio and great actors.” 

Enter Jonah Hill. 

“For [the character of} Cyrus, we had no 
one in mind,” Duplass says. “We had a hard 
time imagining who would be a formidable 
force to go with John C. Reilly. So it took us 
hanging out with Jonah, and it was ‘Whoa, 
here he is.’ Jonah’s smart and so evolved. He’s 
really impressive.” 

Duplass admits that with Hill’s name at- 
tached, many moviegoers might show up ex- 
pecting a different type of film. 

“If you’re not paying attention to what this 
movie is, you could expect a broader com- 
edy” Duplass says. ''Wc love ‘Get Him to the 
Greek,’ but this movie is a comedy rooted in 
a lot of emotional material and rooted in real- 
ism. We find these characters to be hilarious 
as they fumble through their awkward lives. 
Hopefully, when [people] see the trailers, 
they’ll realize what it is.”

Marisol Nichols wants to be a vampire. 

“I keep begging them. ‘Can’t I be a vampire? 

Can I? Come on!’ ” the Chicago native told me 
during a recent phone interview from Shreveport, 

La., where she’s filming ABC’s drama “The Gates.” 

In the 13-part series that debuted last week, 

Nichols plays Sarah Monohan, the simply human 
wife of former Chicago detective Nick (Frank Grillo), who has moved 
Sarah and their two kids to an exclusive gated community filled with 
beautiful homes, perfect lawns and families with supernatural secrets. 

“The Gates” is ABC’s entry into the world of vampires, werewolves 
and witches. But don’t think it’s just a rip-off of “True Blood,” Nichols 
said. ‘All the people in ‘The Gates’ are vampires and werewolves and dif- 
ferent creatures of the night, and have all these interesting, odd quirks— 
to put it lightly,” the 36 -year-old said, adding that the show focuses more 
on how the creatures want to keep their true nature a secret. 

“They are struggling to keep that under control and to Hve with 
that,” she said, calUng Sarah’s neighbors “very Step ford ^^vey” “I like 
that about our show; it’s much more of a drama about these people.” 

In upcoming episodes, Sarah lands in the middle of a turf battle 
between two witches, her son meets a teen wolf whose bite is just as 
bad as his bark and her hubby, now the chief of police at The Gates, 
investigates the murder of his predecessor. The Monohans, however, 
have no idea about the secrets of The Gates. 

“The more entrenched she gets, and the more mothers of were- 
wolves and vampires, or just the witches she meets — Sarah has no 
clue,” Nichols said. “She’s oblivious to what’s going on around her, 
which is really fun when eventually she’s got to find out because you 
can’t keep somebody in the dark that long.” 

The Gates is a far cry from Naperville, where Nichols grew up, 
or Chicago, where she spent several years working in theater before 
moving to L.A. in the early 1990s. She lives in L.A. with her director 
husband, Taron Lexton, and their 20 -month-old daughter. Rain India. 

But she’s pleased to be playing a former Chicagoan on “The Gates,” 
and uses her background whenever she can. 

“If you watch it and you’re from the city, you might notice some 
Chicagoisms here and there,” she said. “They’re written in there 
because I was Uke, ‘Can I say this instead of that? Because I would say 
this, and she’s from Chicago.’ It’s kind of fun to do that.”

Incredible Technologies isn’t worried that they’ve 
taken the iconic college drinking game Quarters and 
stripped away real quarters, cups and, most alarming 
of all, beer, and sold it as an app for Apple devices. 

The Chicago-area video game company already 
has spent the last couple of decades successfully put- 
ting golf and bowling games (“Golden Tee”, “Silver 
Strike Bowling”) in every other tavern in the Mid- 
west. Why not reverse it and sell a bar game people 
could play on a golf course or bowling alley? 

That’s thinking behind IT’s iQuarters— now avail- 
able for the iPhone, iPod Touch and iPad for $1.99. 

‘A bar game is sort of a natural progression from 
what we’ve already done in the past because this is a 
company based on social games,” said Dan Schre- 
menti, IT’s director of new media. “Quarters is a 
game that connects to the young generation, and it’s 
an exciting and fun game to play on your phone.” 

A drinking game without the drinking sounds as ex- 
citing as dancing with no music, but “iQuarters” takes 
a “2.0 slant on the game,” according to Schrementi. 

In it, you flick a 25-cent coin with your index 
finger and attempt to land it in a beer, wine or shot 
glass. You rack up bonus points for doing trick shots. 

“The goofy tagline we use is ‘real barroom phys- 
ics,’ ” Schrementi said. “You can bounce off things

like sliders, cell- 
phones, menus, a 
Lazy Susan— all 
sorts of things you 
might find at a bar.’' 

Most iPhone 
games tend to be 
solitary in nature, 
but “iQuarters” 
also allows up to 
four people to take 
turns besting each 
other’s high scores. 

Video games based 
on drinking games 
have stirred up 
controversy in the past. A Wii title called “Frat Party 
Games: Beer Pong” was targeted by Conn. Atty Gen. 
Richard Blumenthal in 2008, who believed the game 
glorified alcohol abuse and binge drinking. 

IT marketing director Gary Colabuono noted that 
the company has yet to hear negative comments or 
complaints about “iQuarters.” 

“We don’t have any liquid or beer anywhere in the 
game, and there’s nothing that says ‘OK, drink up!’ 
or ‘Time to drink!’ ” Colabuono said. “With beer 


pong, it’s hard to make it anything more than what 
it is, but for ‘iQuarters,’ we took the approach of a 
fantasy-type environment.” 

Not that they don’t expect “iQuarters” to be a 
completely bone dry experience. “We don’t encour- 
age drinking in the game, but whatever happens, 
happens,” Colabuono said. “If people want to do it to 
have more fun, well, we can’t stop people from drink- 
ing, that’s for sure.”

Don’t get us wrong— there are gems to be found among 
the various versions of buttered corn on the cob. 

(Check out metromix.com for five Taste treats worth 
braving the crowds.) But you’d do just as well to use 
your time buzzing around town exploring notable 
newcomers offering the same fare you’ll find in 
Grant Park— minus the crowds.

PIZZA 

Taste: Connie’s Pizza (2373 S. Archer Ave.), Home 
Run Inn Pizza (4254 W. 31st St.), Lou Malnati’s Pizza 

(805 S. State St.), Reggio’s Pizza (1339 S. Halsted St.) 
and Taste newcomer Doreen’s Pizzeria (13201 S. 
Baltimore Ave.)-all serve up slices. 

Taste alternative: Nella Pizzeria Napoletana (2423 
N. Clark St.). In seven months, this Lincoln Park spot 
has earned serious street cred with 
Neapolitan pizza fans for its 
authentic crusts (right). 


FRIED CHICKEN 

Taste: Harold’s Chicken # 71 (2109 S. Wabash 
Ave.). The ubiquitous local chain dedicated itself 
to fried chicken (and other things fried) long 
before fried chicken was the trend du jour. 
(Other fried things available at Taste include 
chicken nuggets, hush puppies, fried okra 
and fries.) 

Taste alternative: Nana (3267 S. Halsted 
St.). The 10-month-old Bridgeport sensa- 
tion just debuted a $22 Sunday night fried 
chicken dinner, which includes sides such as 
mac ’n’ cheese and buttermilk biscuits. 


TURKEY LEGS 

Taste: Manny’s Cafeteria & Delicatessen (1141 S. 
Jefferson St.). The deli better known for overstuffed 
sandwiches and palm-pressing pols admirably 
stepped up last year to take the place of longtime 
Taste turkey leg purveyor Helen’s Restaurant. 

Taste alternative: Smokey Bears BBQ House (3314 
W. Foster Ave.). Barely a week old, this North Park 
spot is serious about ’cue, offering saucy turkey 
legs (below) propped with a seven-spice rub, then 
hickory-smoked for up to four hours and dunked in a 
sweet and spicy house sauce.

W. Belmont Ave.). After weeks of delays, 
this Avondale “boutique barbecue” joint 
aims to open Monday with an organic- 
focused menu stacked with ribs and 
other locally raised porcine delights.
